,The reduction had been forecast 
earlier by an agreement among the 
aldermen to ask the power board for 
this reduction, and the -new low; rate 
weht .through successfully, at the'for- 
mal meeting of the council. 


Operated by a committee of the city 


council, which George Sandefur as 
manager, the municip'a plower, and 
water plant has been successful for 
many years. In the'^1930 program it 
extended aid to local fawners by re- 
suming its purchases ofjwood fuel; it 
is engaged in,an expapsion program 
which will provide greater power re- 
serves; and now" has given local elec- 
tric consumers' a rate' reduction 
amounting with the smaller > users to 
20 .tier cent. 


The city council also heard read and 


accepted Tuesday night the resigna- 
tion of Chief of. Police Clarence Bak- 
er, It was presented by Alderman 
J, L. Rodgers/of the police conunit- 


ian

"The drouth losses," he said, "have 


been largely confined to corn, hay and 
pasturage. No lasting arm has been 
done to the national harvests, but the 
damage has been largely local." 


Mr. Hyde's appearance followed the 


administration's defeat in the senate 
last week, and further defeat on a 
test vote in the house. The adminis- 
tration, through the Department of 
Agriculture, recommended to the sen- 
ate a $25,000,000 drouth relief bill. But 
the senate agricultural committee re- 
ported out the $60,000,000 bill advocat- 
ed by Senator Joe T. Robinson, Demo- 
cratic senate leade». other Democrats 
and Western Republicans. The $60,- 
000,000 bill was declared adopted in 
the senate last week. 


Defeated in the upper chamber, the 


administration apparently gave ground 
also in the lower house, for when 
the house agricultural committee re- 
ported out its own drouth-relief bill, 
the total amount had been i raised to 
$30.000,000. 


This proved insufficient, however. 


An attempt to run the $30,000,000 bill 
through the house failed;' and the last 
stage of drouth-relief legislation is 
now reachtd hi the house agricultural 
committee, which body is attempting 
to formulate a bill that will pass. 


Should the house finally adopt a 


bill providing less than the $60,000,000 
measure already passed by the sen- 
ate, further conferences would be nec- 
essary. Failure ol the 
administra- 


tion program in both chambers has 
already'produced several conferences 
such as the one attended in the house 
Wednesday by Secretary Hyde.

Hailed Pneumonia Cure 


WASHINGTON — (fi>) — An almost 


certain benefit for lobar pneumonia is 
claimed for an electrical treatment be- 
ing used at St. Elizabeth's govern- 
ment hospital here. 


While much less effective as a cure 


in bronchial pneumonia, 
electrical 


treatment of this malady has resulted 
satisfactorily, hospital officers say. 


The method, as described by a mem- 


ber of the hospital staff, is to send 
thro.ugh the chest a high frequency 
alternating current at approximately 
1,500, alternations a second, using two 
large tinfoil plates on the front and 
back. 
The voltage is about 70. The object 


is to get heat inside the body. The 
patience feels no skin sensation, the 
two electrodes against the skin re- 
maining cold.

out of work and unable to find jobs, 
numbered 12,820, of which 10,465 were 
men. 


The- unemployment inquiry, made 


last April as part of the 1930 popula- 
tion census, covered all nersons work- 
ing at a gainful occupation who were 
not at work on the day preceding the 
rnumerator's call. The returns have 
been compiled in seven classes, based 
on the status of the worker. 


The groun designated as Class A, 


composed of workers willing and able 
to work but out of employment, was 
the largest of the seven, more than 
doubling anv other classification.
